| Statehood (Convention. 


FIRST SESSION. 


PHeNIx, Arizona, Nov. 27th, 1893. 

Pursuant to acall therefor, the Arizona statehood conven- 
tion met at the opera house at Phcenix this day, said call being 
as follows: 

A territorial statehood convention is hereby called to assem- 
ble in the city of Phoenix on the 27th day of November, 1893, 
to adopt such measures as may seem appropriate to secure the 
admission of Arizona as a state and to select a suitable number 
of delegates to advance such cause before congress. 

The convention will consist of seventy members apportioned 
as follows: Apache county 6, Coconino 4, Graham 6, Cochise 
8, Gila 4, Maricopa 10, Mohave 4, Pima то, Pinal 6, Yava- 
pai 5, and Yuma 4. 

Each county will select its delegates to such convention in 
the manner it may deem advisable. It is earnestly hoped that 
the vital interest involved will insure the active co-operation of 
the entire people of the territory.

Hon. Webster Street, of Maricopa county, called the con- 
vention to order. 

Upon motion Judge E. J. Edwards, of Gila county, was 
elected temporary chairman, and Chas. ~ Hoff, of Pima coun- 
ty, temporary secretary. 

On motion of Judge Barnes a committee on credentials, 
consisting of one member from each county, was appointed by 
the chair.

On motion the chairman of the convention was appointed a 
member of this committee. 

It was moved by Mr. Webster Street and duly seconded that 
a committee on permanent organization, rules and order of bus- 
iness be appointed, to consist of one member from each county 
to be named by each delegation. The motion was carried and 
the committee selected as follows:

E. R. Monk, Cochise; Calvert Wilson, Yuma; E. J. Edwards, 
Gila; W. K. Truman, Pinal; Geo.

On motion the chairman of this convention was made а mem- 
ber of this committee. 

On motion the convention took a recess until 2 o’clock, p. m., 
today. 


SECOND SESSION. 


The convention was called to order at 2 o’clock, Mr. E. J. 
Edwards presiding. 

The report of the committee on credentials was read, as fol- 
lows: 

To the chairman of the statehood convention: Your com- 
mittee on credentials beg leave to report that the following 
named persons are entitled to seats in this convention:

Your committee further recommends that those delegates pres- 
~ ent from Cochise county be allowed to cast the five votes ab- 
sent from that county. 


That E. J. Edwards be allowed to cast the three votes absent 
from Gila county. 


That E. E. Ellingwood and J. К. Kilpatrick bs allowed to 


cast the four votes absent from Coconino county. 


That С. W. Wright be allowed to cast the votes of С, Y. 
Velasco, H. E. Lacy and W. A. Hartt, from Pima county. 
That those delegates present from Graham county be allow- 


ed to cast the two votes-absent from that county.

It was moved and seconded that the report of the committee 
on credentials be adopted. Ex-Governor N. O. Murphy explain- 
ed his proxy, and declared the people of Apache county in fa- 
vor of statehood, but that in view of the telegram sent from 
northern Arizona he would prefer not to act in this convention. 
It was explained that the telegram was sent from Prescott and 
by delegates from Yavapai county only. Mr. Murphy with- 
drew his objections and the report was unanimously adopted.

In view of the request made through telegram by delegates 
from Yavapai county, Col. Wm. Herring, of Cochise county, 
moved that this convention do now adjourn until the second 
Monday in January, 1894. Mr. Barnes, of Pima county, moved 
to amend by referring the communication to the committee on 
resolutions when appointed. Mr. Bird, of Pinal county, moved 
toamend the amendment by having the convention consider 
such matters as may come before it and then adjourn until Jan- 
uary. The chair declared the amendment to the amendment 
out of order, as not being germain to the original motion. Mr. 
Bird appealed from the decision of the chair. Mr. Barnes 
moved to lay the appeal on the table. The appeal was tabled 
by the following vote: Ayes, 24; nays, 8. 

Mr. Herring’s motion was then referred to the committee on 
resolutions, | 

The report of the committee on permanent organization was 
then submitted, as follows: 

To the chairman апа members of the statehood convention, 


GENTLEMEN: We, your committee on permanent organiza- 
tion and on rules and order of business, beg leave to report as 
follows:

The.committee thns appointed, having escorted Mr. Wright 
to the chair, he assumed the same and briefly addressed the con- 
vention.

Mr. Hughes, of Pima, moved that a committee consisting 
of one from each county, to be named by the delegates from - 
each county aS a committee on permanent work and organiza- 
tion to report to this convention, be appointed.

It was moved to refer it to 
the committee on resolutions. Moved to amend by postponing 
further consideration of this motion until- after the committee 
on organization and permanent work shall first report. The 
amendment was carried. 

It was moved and seconded that when the convention does 
adjourn it adjourn until 1:30 o’clock р. m. tomorrow. The mo- 
tion was carried. - 

Upon motion the convention adjourned.

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THIRD SESSION, - Ы 


The convention was called to order at 1:30 р. т. Chairman 
С. W. Wright presiding. | 

Upon motion the reading of the minutes was dispensed with. 

The committee on resolutions reported as follows: (Slightly 
condensed for publication.) 

The committee on resolutions beg leave to report: 


REso.LveED, That it isthe request of the people of this terri- 
tory that it be admitted into the union as a state. That a terri- 
torial form of government is utterly unsuited to American сігі- 
zens and is unjust.to its people. That we, as such citizens, are 
compelled to bear our full burden of Federal taxation, which in 
amount exceeds the- costs of self-rule under statehood, and yet 
we have no voice in maine the laws by which such taxes are 
levied ; 

That we are compelled to maintain in addition, and by direct 
taxation, nearly the entire expense of a costly territorial admin- 
istration, and educational, penal and charitable institutions, and 
are burdened with a good deal of the expense of the judicial 
system, and yet, asa people, we are not consulted in the ap- 
pointment of our officials. 

The effect of this un-American system has been to create 
debt, the legacy often of bad administration, and which by re- 
peated bad administrations, is constantly increasing, and there is 
no hope of escape except we be permitted to elect our own ofti- 
cials, who will then be responsible to our people for their ad- 
ministration of public affairs. 

American citizens, native and naturalized, know how to carry 
on a republican government under republican laws. 

With statehood such a population as we have, with such re- 
sources as are at hand in Arizona, can and will pay off our in- 


debtedness and reduce our taxes. 


The existing debt of the territory is one of the strongest ar- 
guments against a territorial form of government; for it demon- 
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strates how badly our public affairs have been managed; and 
makes plain the vice of the system. 

~We have a population which is like the population of 
other states, intelligent, liberty-loving and patriotic. It is a 
people practically free from lawlessness and entirely free from 
a distinctively criminal element. The rights of person and 
property are nowhere safer than here. Statistics show that 
about eighty per cent of the convictions for .crime are by per- 
sons who have been in the territory but a few months before 
the criminal act. The fact is that the resident citizens of Ariz- 
опа can not be excelled by the people of any portion of the 
United States for intelligence, obedience to law and love of 
country. 

Such a people can be trusted to govern themselves and to aid 
in making laws for the whole of the United States. 

We are more deeply interested in Federal legislation than 
the older states. So long as the public lands remain we are 
deeply interested in them. The laws governing mines and 
mining must ever largely rest upon Acts of Congress, and in 
them we have a potent interest. The control and manage- 
ment of the Indians and Indian lands is within the jurisdiction 
of Congress, and we have many Indians located within our bor- 
ders. Upon all other subjects we are no less interested than 
the other states of the union. Our people are citizens of the 
United States, and are filled with a patriotic desire to take part 
in its history and be heard in its counsels, ц. 

By governing ourselves we shall be able to develop our great 
and varied resources. Others will gladly come to aid us, and 
capital will here seek and find the-rewards of wise and profita- 
ble investment. Our building material, our pine forests, our 
precious metals, our pastoral area, our agricultural and fruit 


products; are practically limitless. Their development means 
wealth that is second to no other state in the union. It means 
that here shall be the homes of an immense population. Vil- 
lages, towns and cities will spring up with all the conditions 
and surroundings of modern American civilization, 
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There is nothing visionary in this picture. What we have 
already accomplished and what is yet left for us to do, demon- 
strates that our future can but be as predicted. Other states 
with greater obstacles бо overcome and with much less to work 
with, have more than fulfilled the promise here made, 

Standing outside of American citizenship, yet under the flag 
of the Republic, it is not strange that discontent and dissatisfac- 
tion exist. 

If intrusted with our own government, if committed the 
trust of administering our own affairs, a patriotic enthusiasm 
will inspire to harmonious and vigorous endeavor. 

The new state will not be a burden tọ- the others ‘but: the 
whole union will be str engthened by the addition. 

We submit our claims to Congress іп the confident, hdpe · of 
recognition. Е 

RESOLVED, that a сору of these resolutions be submitted to 
the President and to the Congress of the United States.

The committee on memorials reported as follows: (Slightly 
condensed for publication). 


To THE HONORABLE, THE SENATE AND Hovust оғ REPRE- 
` SENTATIVES, IN CONGRESS ASSEMBLED: 


We, the citizens of the Territory of Arizona, in convention 
assembled, respectfully represent that in October, 1801, the 
people of the territory of Arizona met in convention, by their 
delegates duly elected pursuant to an Act of the Territorial 
Legislature, for the purpose of framing a constitution for 
the state ог Arizona. 

The convention did frame а constitution апа sub- 
mitted the same to the Congress of the United States, asking 
for admission into the union as a state under it. l 

Congress for two years have had this constitution be- 
fore them for their consideration. ` 

The people have now again met for the purpose of emphas- 
izing their respectful determination to become a part of the 
union of states. 

We beg leave to submit that at this convention the people of 
the territory are represented by delegates from every county in 
the territory irrespective of party feeling or affiliation. 

We also beg leave to submit an address which was promul- 
gated by a committee appointed by the convention which 
framed the constitution, wherein they set out to the voters of 
the territory the advantages to be derived by the adoption of 
the constitution and the admission of the territory into the union 
` of states under the same. 


ЕР 
That after completing the constitution it was submitted to alk 


the people at an election called by the proper authorities, for 
the purpose of adopting or rejecting it. 


That at such election there was a large vote polled Бу the 
voters of the territory, and the constitution was adopted by a 
practically unanimous vote. 


It was hoped and expected that when this constitution was 
submitted to Congress for its action, together with a representa- 
tion as to the vote polled for its adoption, that Congress 
would see the propriety of admitting the territory into the 
union as а state, as that election showed how earnestly, 
our people wished statehood and how firm they were in the be- 
lief that we were fully ready for statehood. But Congress has 
delayed action, and our people, being fearful that this delay 
might continue, decided it best to urge their right; апФ to that 
end did, by many of its citizens, call together this convention, 
that it might devise ways and means whereby we can get that | 
which is cearly and justly our right, namely, the admission of 
of our territoty to statehood, and thereby giving to our people 
-the right to govern themselves. ' 


In support thereof, we submit that our population is sufficient 
in number, and is possessed with that dignity of character and 
high sense of justice to guarantee that when they shall be per- 
mitted to govern themselves, they will be ranked amongst the 
law-abiding and progressive communities of the Federal Union. 


The people who have immigrated to the territory of Ariz- 
ona are the offspring of the intelligent, order-loving and ра- 
triotic people of the whole United States of America. 


The spirit that has heretofore been known in western coun- 
tries as the “frontier character,” has, if it ехес had an existence 
in Arizona, vanished before the intelligent toil, the patient in- 
dustry and the high culture of American bréd citizens who have 
sought this territory for а home. Frontier lawlessness within: 
our boundaries is unknown. Law asserts its sway and courts 
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are no more busy with criminal prosecutions with us than they 
are with the law-abiding states of the east. | 

We call attention to our laws and our system of jurisprudence; 
and we challenge an investigation of the records of our courts 
in support of our assertion that the laws of the territory are as 
well administered, and crimes common to mankind are as easily 


` punished as in any of the states of the union, We also challenge 


/ 


ап investigation of this assertion: that the percentage of crimes 
committed in this territory isnot as great as that in the older 
and more populous commonwealths. 

Waiinviic your especial attentiou to our common school system, 
and assert, without fear of successful contradiction, that nowhere 
іп the union is there а greater percentage of attendance upon the 
public schools of children who are within the school age than 
in the territory of Arizona. Ошг system of school examina- 
tions for the teachers of our public schools ranks among the 
very best, and our teachers are men and women who have been 
educated in eastern universities. We have a Territorial Normal 
school and a Territorial University, at which our children are 


educated, not only as teachers, but as citizens. 


x 


Our resources embrace everything which is known to the 
wants of man. Gold and silver mining has become a stable in- 
dustry, Coal abounds in the mountains; and stones capable of 
receiving the highest polish, and becoming useful in building 
and decorative art, are found everywhere. We have immense 


_ forests of the best building material, and our agricultnral re- 


_ sources embrace everything that can be raised in any portion of 


our country, including all varieties of citrus fruits. 

Our taxable property is fairly estimated at eighty millions of 
‘dollars, and is every year increasing with the influx of popula- 
tion, the development of our resources and the rapidly increas- 
ing value of our property. The valleys of Arizona аге pecu- 
liarly adapted to agriculture by means of irrigation. And 
as capital тау be employed therefor, а system 
of water storage, for which our valleys and rivers 
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are pectliarly adapted, will bring into subjection millions of 
acres of land, апа make prosperous homes for ‘millions of peo- 
ple. Water storage is necessarily dependant on the expendi- 
ture of money in the erection of large and permanent works 
wherewith to imprund water; and, although no investment can 
promise better as? m re permanent rcturns yet by reason of the 
uncertainties of and lack cf confidence in а territorial form of 
government, capital now declines to lend itself to the construc- 
tion of these needed works. Let it once be known that the 
domain of Arizona is a state instead of a territory, controlled · 
by her own_people, and protecting in her own way and by her 
own powers, capital will be quick to respond to these , legiti- 
mate calls. E 


We further call attention to the fact that the territory is now 
traversed by two trans-continental railroads, the one traversing 
the southern portion, and the other the northern portion of the 
territory, separated by mountains and valleys, and needing but 
a connecting link to make communication between the north 
and. the south, a boon of prosperity to these respective portions. 
` Such a road is now being constructed, and when completed the 
forest working and mineral producing men of the north will ex-- 
change their products with the valley grain raisers and fruit pro- 
ducers of the south. This railroad construction can be hastened by 
a declaration of Congress that Arizona is no longer a territory, 
but is a state, thereby announcing to the world that capital in- 
vested within our confines will receive the same protection from ' 
state government that it receives from the states already in -ex- 
istence. i | i 


Without making a detailed statement of our resources, and of 
our educational, financial and industrial conditions, we refer you | 
to the elaborate reports of the secretary of the territory and the 
governor of the territory to the Department of the Interior for 
the years 1801, 1892 апа 1893, confident that when they аге ex- 
amined they will satisfy you of the justice of our claims. 
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We only herein summarize a few facts and show that Ariz- 
ona has 1,750,000 acres of pine forest. 

Arizona has under cultivation 1,000,000 acres of land. 

Arizona has 3,000 miles of irrigating canals. Е 

Arizona has 1,200 miles of railroads. 

Arizona has $15,000,000 invested in mining machinery. 

Arizona has $20,000,000 invested in live stock. 

Arizona has $10,000,000 invested in general merchandise. 

Arizona has $10,000,000 invested in canal construction. 

Arizona has $25,000,000 of annual products. 

Arizona has $80,000,000 of taxable property. 

Arizona has 80,000 of population, with only a territorial 
(which includes the counties) indebtedness of $800,000, bonded. 

We ask statehood that we may more rapidly add to our indi- 
vidual and collective wealth; that we may have removed the 
impediments of progress; that we may receive the benefits so 
cherished by other states; and that we may become citizens of 
the United States in the full meaning of the term. 

And we feel confident that if admitted to Statehood, Arizona 
will be recognized as one of the most prosperous portions of 
our great republic, and will add to the national wealth by the 

number and variety of her products, and will be the peaceful 
and happy home of millions. 


All this is respecfully submitted, with the earnest solicitation 
that Congress, without delay, admit Arizona as a state, either 
under the constitution as framed and adopted, or by an act en- 
abling her to become such, and passed for that purpose. 


The report was unanimously adopted.

delegate in Congress to secure Arizona’s admission, and we re- 
spectfully recommend the following named gentlemen from the 
different counties to be and constitute such statehood committee:

Cochise county, Geo. W. Cheyney and J. W. Howell.

Maricopa county, J. W. Evans and Jerry Millay. .

Our recommendation of two members from each county о: 
constitute said statehood committee, is for the purpose of pro- 
viding for an equal representation on such committee of the 
two great political parties. 

Your committee further recommend. that this convention do ` 
select representative men as delegates to be sent to Washington 
to co-operate with our delegate in Congress in ‘the work of 
urging the speedy~entrance of our territory into the union; and 
that the said delegates be selected from the different counties 
according to the present legislative apportionment. 

We recommend that the territorial statehood committee pre- 
pare a circular letter setting forth the vast-and varied resources 
of this territory in their different branches and that they for- 
ward the same to our delegate in Congress in a sufficient num- 
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ber to furnish each Senator and Representative a copy of the 
same. 

And we, your committee, further recommend that the secre- 
tary of this convention be instructed to notify each member of 
the above statehood committee of his appointment, and furnish 
each with a certified copy of the minutes of this convention. 

All of which we most respectfully submit.
